Next rooming we continued on to 
Massachusetts where we spent 
three days visiting csusins ©f my 
husbands; Erie, Andrew and Gus- 
taf Proos, who live in Gardner, and 
whom Emil had not seen since he 
left Sweden as a boy.

From there we went to 
New York where we did some 
sight-seeing before boarding’ the 
S.S. Gripsholm on May 13 to pro¬ 
ceed with the Vasa tour to Gothen¬ 
burg.

Scandinavians Make 
Winning- Floats 

Early in 1952 the Sons of Nor¬ 
way decided to take a more active 
part in Edmonton community proj¬ 
ects. In line with this, the lodge 
undertook the work of building a 
float to enter in the exhibition 
parade. 

Among the many people who 
took part in this enterprise were 
Mrs. E. Sletholt, Mrs. M. Mac¬ 
Donald, Mrs. R. Cobum, Mrs. S. 
Tychsen, Mrs N. N'averseth, An¬ 
ders' Anderson, R. Vollan, O. Hal¬ 
verson and K. Svidal. 

This first entry, which was 
based on a historical theme was 
well received and won the first 
prize of $100, and the Connelly 
trophy as being the best float in 
the non-commercial class. 

The following year the Sons of 
Norway again entered a float. 
This time the design was based on 
the theme title “Back Home in 
Norway” and showed three scenes 
from Norway. An interesting 
sidelight was that it was probably 
the heaviest and most indestruc- 
table float to roll down Jasper 
Avenue. 

It was built of cement and plas¬ 
ter of paris and in order to hold 
its shape it had to made much 
thicker and heavier than originally 
planned. Mr. R. Vallan, who help¬ 
ed K. Svidal, will no doubt recall 
the major undertaking it was to 
dismantle this work of stone. 

In 1955 the Scandinavian board 
of directors decided to take part 
in the exhibition activities in two 
ways: first by having a booth at 
the grounds during fair week and 
secondly, as a point of publicity, 
to enter a float in the parade. 

Mr. Svidal was asked to do the 
designing and with the help of 
many others the first float spon¬ 
sored by the Scandinavian Centre 
Co-operative Association became a 
reality. On the float was an 
imaginary artist’s impression of 
what the Scandinavian Centre 
might be like. 

A football theme was the basis

for the float entered the following 
year. 

Again in 1957, with the assis¬ 
tance of G. Larson, Mr. Svidal 
prepared a float for the parade. 
This float was awarded the Con¬ 
nelly trophy for the best non¬ 
commercial float as well as the 
Hooke Sign trophy for being the 
most novel float in the parade. 
Those who saw it will recall the 
large revolving platform divided 
into five sections, each showing a 
typical scene from one of the 
Scandinavian countries. 

Andrew Sorum who had capably 
assisted with previous floats did 
much to help by painting the back¬ 
ground scenery in the revolving 
platform. But the man who labor¬ 
ed the hardest was K. Amdam, 
who, hidden from view during the 
two-hour parade route, kept the 
revolving pedestal turning. 

Following the 1958 parade 
theme , “Salute to Youth”, Mr. 
Svidal designed a float in the 
form of an abstract Viking ship, 
carrying aboard young Viking 
children in Scandinavian costumes, 
and youthful bathing beauties. 

To commemorate the golden an¬ 
niversary of powered flight and to 
depict the success of the Scandi¬ 
navian Centre in securing a site, 
the 1959 float showed Scandina¬ 
vians floating on a giant cloud 
from which rose golden wings, and 
a flower-decked rainbow sus¬ 
pended over all. This float won 
the Connelly trophy as being the 
best non-commercial float in the 
parade. 

In all the seven floats which Mr. 


Svidal has designed, it is interest¬ 
ing to note that children have 
taken a prominent part. These 
floats, which have won awards 
from year to year, are the product 
of much thought and work by the 
mind and hands if an artist, com¬ 
bined with the co-operative effort 
of many people working together. 

Fire Destroys Warehouses 

Big fire destroyed two large 
pulp and paper warehouses in 
Kotka, Finland. The fire, which 
raged on July 1, also destroyed - 
railway cars and damaged two fire 
engines. Two ships, Finntrader and 
Kattegatt, were taken from docks 
just in time to save them. Damages 
are estimated to be about half a 
million dollars.
